WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator 
Cullom, chairman - of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, had a conference 
with the President today concerning 
the pending Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
That the treaty will be ratified, Sena- 
tor Cullom fully believes, in common 
with other Republican Senators: but 
it is realized by the Senate leaders 
that there is some disposition to oppose 
the treaty with the Omnibus Statehood 
Bill. Advocates of the Statehood 
Measure are willing to suppert the 
treaty, but they want a vote on their 
measure, and are inclined to effect an 
arrangement involving a vote at an 
early daté on both proppsitions. 

Senators Aldrich and Spooner also 
had a talk with the President about 
pending legislation. The close of the 
session is drawing near so rapidly 
that they. are hoping a definite pro- 
gramme of legisiation may be mapped 
out soon, in order that necessary 
measures may be enacted. Atty.-Gen. 
Knox was present during a part of 
their conference with the President. 
and the situation regarding proposed 
trust legislation was discussed. . 

Senators Beveridge and Keane, mem- 
bers of the Territorial Commission, 
conferred with the President regard- 
ing the Btatehood Bill. Senator Bever- 
idge is positive that the Omnibus Bill 
will not be passed, but it Is not clear 
whether he bases his opinion on the 
belief that a vote will not be reache |, 
or whether he believes a vote would 
defeat it.

- KSADJUSTMENT OF RATE.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The an- 
nual readjustment of the rate of coun- 
tervailing duty to be assessed against 
sugar imported from Austria-Hungary

‘FOR TREASURY LOAN. 
TWENTY MILLIONS IN CASH AND 
EIGHTY MILLIONS’ CREDIT. 
The Ex-Dictater Desires That the 
Money te Be Applied to the Develop- 


ment and Improvement of Philippine 
Agriculture in Behalf of the Suffering 


People—Suggests Creation of a Bank. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Secretary 
Root has tranamitted to the Senate 
and the House copies of a petition re- 
ceived by bim, through Gov. Taft, 
the late insurgent

The Secretary's letter of transmit- 
tal was very short, simply reciting the 
character of the document and allud- 
Ing to the picturesque and graphic 
manner in which Aguinaldo had de- 
scribed the conditions in the Philip- 
pines. The Secretary attached partic- 
ular importance to Aguinaldo’s pro- 
fession of a desire to do everything in 
his power to aid the Americans in car- 
rying out relief measures and devel- 
oping: the islands.

“Profoundly impressed by the sor- 
rows and calamities which afflict my 
people, and bearing in mind the good 
intentions which have inspired the 
acts of the civil commission, I have 
taken heart to present a project of a 
purely economic character, which, in 
my opinion, would remedy, if not com- 
pletely, at least in great part, the 
present serious situation in which we 
find ourselves. 

“I propose to the honorable civil com- 
mission to obtain from Congress a 
United States treasury joan of $20,000,- 
000 gold, in.cash, and also a credit of 
$80,000,000 gold, which will guaraftee 
the issue of paper to serve as money 
in the islands. This swum shall bé used 
for the development and improvement 
of Philippine agriculture, and shall be 
paid within twenty years, the pay- 
ments being made in three inetall- 
ments, at the end of ten, fifteen and 
twenty years, respectively, and at the 
rate of $25,000,000 at the end of the 
first period, which would cancel ao 
much of the credit, and $25,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 at the end of the two re- 
maining periods. The amount of the 
oredit would:not be taken out of the 
United States treasury like the loan, 
and both would be without Interest,

In 1894 Julian Ralph went to Lon- 
don as the correspondent of a New 
York ‘daily, and while in the English 
capital joined the staff of the Dally 
Mail, and was sent as its correspond- 
ent with Ofman Pasha’s army in 
the Graeco-Turkish War. When the 
Boer war broke ou§ Ralph again went 
to the frent, and was with Methuen 
and Roberts throughout the campaign. 
While there he collaborated with Rud- 
yard Kipling in publishing at. Bloem- 
fontein a paper known as the “Sol- 
dier’s Friend.” 

It was during the arduous South 
African campaign that Ralph sowed 
the seeds of the illness that caused his 
death. Writing to his paper May 1s, 
1900, he said: “Battered externally, dis- 
ordered inside, unable to digest food 
for weeks, nursing bruises and all- 
ments half a dozen at 
upon this war as having Il! repaid me 
for the kindly and jubilant tone in 
which I have dealt with it.

AISING REVENUE.

Al sorts of curious expedients hare 
been resorted to by city and national 
governments in the effort to “raise 
the wind.” In Europe, windows have 
been taxed, beards have been taxed, 
and we believe there is still in Eng- 
jand a tax on the hair powder worn 
by. flunkeys and coachmen.

Angeles are struggling with this prob- 
jem of getting people to put up money 
and look plersant. while declaring that 
“i didw't hurt a bit.” It is stated that 
at the end of the fiscal year the city 
treasury wil! be confronted with a 
defictt of $)00,000. an@ this must be 
met in sOme way. The way that is 
proposed is the enactment of a new 
licence ordinance, covering certain 
classes of business. To this a major- 
ity of the merchants object. They 
say it is unjust and unfair, and, as they 
believe, iliegai. to attempt to make one 
clase of citizens pay for money ex- 
pended for the benefit of all—that it 
would be class legislation.

Street Superintendent Werdin is 
to be commended for the firm stand 
he has taken in favor of the epforce- 
ment the city contracts coming un- 
dér the. supervision of his department. 
is no reason im the world why 


tracts—should not be enforced. There 
is every reason why they should ho 
enforced, That is what contracts are 
made for—to be enforced. Fallui: tc 
enforce them is a disgrace and a re- 
proach to the city government. 

Why do the people maintain a mu- 
nicipal government? It is a costly o- 
stitution. as we al! know. It is main- 
tained in order that the necessary 


business of the mitsticipality may be 
properly conducted. An essential part 
of this business is the making and 
enforcement of contracts for the per- 
fo:mance of certain work Which is 
necessary to the health, the hapypi- 
ness, and the generai welfare of *he 
commonity. Neither tac City Coun- 
cil, nor any officer of the city, haa a 
moral right to n the city’s busi- 
ness, to acquiesce in the non-perform- 
ance of work specified in formal con: 
tracts; nor to aid im the withdrawal 
from the public treasury of money 
that has not been honestly earned ac- 
cording to agreement. 

Therefore Mr. Werdin is right in 
withholding his indorsement of the 
demands of the street-sweeping con- 
tractors, until the terms of the con- 
tract shall have been literally com- 
plied with. The Council should stand 
firmly back of the Street Super- 
intendent ip this matter. The 
failure of the preceding Council 
to support the Street Superintend- 
ent in a similar case was re- 
sponsible for still further violations 
of contract on the part of the street- 
sprinkling contractor. So long as the 
Council refuses to insist upon the lit- 
eral fulfillment of the contracts which 
it has entered into, so long will con- 
tractors impose upon the public and 
put money in their own pockets which 
does not belong to them, by negiecting 
to live up to the requirements of their 
contracts. 

The city must receive value for the 
money which it pays out to contrac- 
tors. and to other persons rendering 
public service. It is the duty of Coun- 
cilmen, and of every city official, to 
protect the public interests wherever 
possible. For this service we pay 
public officials. Unless they perform 
it faithfully, they fail egregiously in 
their duty. 

When ectreet-sweeping contrac- 
tors shall have been brought to a 
proper realization of their obliga- 
tions, Superintendent Werdin will do 
well to turn his attention specifically 
to the matter of street sprinkling. 
This work. just at the present time, is 
being done Wetter than it was being 
done a nmionth or six weeks ago; but 
it is not by amy means being done 
properly, nor according te contract. 
Investigation wil reveal many 
streets—more especially in the resi- 
dence sections—which are sprinkled 
only once or twice per week 
‘and some not even so often as 
that.) while there are cther streets 
which are kept in a state of chronic 
muddiness by overfilocding. On many 
of the regidence st a thin #treak 
of moisture through 'the center once a 


week, or less, is regarded as fulfilling 
the requirements of the contract, 
while the sides of the street, 
next to the curb, are allowed 
to g0 unmoistened from month 
to month. The neglect to live up to 
the terms of the. sprinkling contract 
seems, in fact, to be deliberate, sys- 
tematic, and persistent. For ample 
confirmation of this statement, the 
Street Superintendent has only to send 
a competent inspector into any resi- 
dence. section of the city on any day 
of the week, month, or year. These 
abuses can be stopped, and they must 
be stopped.

When it is 
damp it sticks to the asphalt and 
when it becomes dry it is pulverized 
by the wheels of vehicles and is tossed 
about by the wind and the motion of 
the electric cars to the disgust of pas- 
sengers and occupants of the build- 
ings along the streets.

Broadway. is a serious drawback to 
machine or hand sweeping, and that 
ie another rearen why the dust and 
filth nuleance is so bad. When the 
Pavements are in good repair there 
should be no trouble in keeping them 
clean if the sweeping is done in th¢ 
right manner. 4 believe in washing 
the paved streets at least once a 
week as they do in Paris, Buffalo and 
Pitteburch. If the silt and dust are 
washed away occasionally with water 
applied at night with hose, there will 
be fers dust to be wafted about by the 
winds." 

HAND SWEEPING-MACHINE. 

“I have interested myself a good dea! 
in methods of street-cleaning and on 
my trips Past and abroad I have been 
a careful observer of the ways in which 
streets are swept in various cities. The 
system in vogue in Washington, D. C., 
I think is the best I have seen.

Maj. W. H. Holabird said: “I be-

I scipline is maintained in the Brit- 
ish fighting service by the articles of 
war—ordinances for the government of

or disobedience of orders. articles 
of war previous to 1689 were the only 
means of regulating discipline. That 
is, they were issued by the crown or 
by the commander-in-chief on the Au- 


the conquest. It was superseded in 
19038 by a statutory power. The arti- 
cles of war dated i672 formed the 
groundwork of those issued in 1878, 
which were consolidated with the 
mutiny act in the army discipline and 
regulation act of 1879, now 

by the army act of 1881. 

Military law is regulated in the army 
‘by the rules procedure and the 
Kings regulations. Naval law is regu- 
lated by the articles of war and by the 
King’s regulations and instructions, 
the latter being a large octavo volume 
of 1593 pages. From these facts two 
conclusions follaew. First, that the dis- 
cipline enforced in the navy and army 
is founded on disciplinary regulations 
drafted in the days of the Stuarts, and 
that the King’s regulations and the 
articles of war nowhere take cognis- 
ance of «we fact that during the last 
thirty years ignorant, drunken sailors 
and soldiers have been replaced by a 
self-respecting, educated, sober and 
generally intelligent class of men. This 
remark applies more especially to the 
men of the navy. The second inference 
from a study of the facts above re- 
ferred to is that the regulations gov- 
erning discipline in the services are 
needlessly and exasperatingly complex 
and minute. 


Discipline ts not an end in itself. 
The object of discipline is to produce 
the best possibile effect for the nation. 
Discipline is not established for the 
gratification of general officers or of 
admirals. Its tap root principal |

English fleet men and soldiers were as 
ignorant and sensual as the Russian 
moujik is today, but which are now 
obsolete. irritating and unnecessary. 
Discipline, to be effective, must be 
just. The + Penruddocke case may 
shake popular confidence in the equal- 
ity of the law, but publicity on shore 
effectually prevents the accumulation 
and perpetration of wrong. Injustice 
inflicted In the pame of discipline in the 
services, however, a®# a rule, is com- 
mitted in secret, and behind closed 
doors.

When, therefore, gross injustice is se- 
cretly inflicted on an inferior by a su- 
perior, and the conduct of the superior 
is secretly condoned by authority, then 
nounce the injustice.
